; The secretary of the Beersheba 
labour Council, Uri Sabag, said 
yesterday that only workers in 
“essential services" and Kupat 
Bolim employees — who join a na- 
ition wide strike of their organisation 
^tomorrow — will not be striking. 
However, workers at the large 
Makhteshim chemical complex, 
jwhlch employs 1,200 people, have 
'decided not to join the strike. But 
they will send a delegation of about 
-150 workers to the mass rally plann- 
ed for 10 o’clock today in front of the 
labour council offices 

The city's bus cooperative will 
continue functioning' more or less 
usual, except for the possibility of a 
go-slow for a few hours in the mor- 
ning. Egged bus service throughout 
the country wQl also continue to 
function normally, despite a decision 
by the cooperative’s salaried 
workers to stay away from work to- 
.dsy. - 

Several thousand w or ker s in Acre 
j are also expected to strike today, 
between 0 a*m. and l p.m., following 
'a call yesterday by the local labour 
council. They will be joined by some 
10,000 workers in Lower Galilee, who 
. will stop work between 11 a.m. and 9 
,pjxu to attend protest rallies. 

Yesterday's major centre of 
[protest was Haifa, where **"■ of 
: thousands at industrial workers and 
r civil servants went on strike for 
periods of between two and 24 hours. 
;As many may strike again today, 
iwith the approval or the encourage-

WASHINGTON (UPI)- — President 
Jimmy Carter anonounced yester- 
day that the U.S. will withdraw from 
the International Labour Organisa- 
tion Saturday, on the .advice of 
.Labour and business leaden. 

The tJA has been .threatening to 
quit the body for seme time. 
Specifically, the Americans were 
angered by an Arab-inspired resolu- 
tion they said was "steamrollered” 
through file ELO's 1974 annum! con- 
ference by an alliance of Third 
{World and Communist delegates, 
condemning Israel without prior In- 
vestigation for alleged viol a t io ns of 
rights of Arab workers la the ad- 
ministered territories. 

They were also irritated by the ad- 
mission of the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation as an observer, and the 
blocking of DA. -Inspired moves to 
keep out Irrelevant political Is su es. 

The announcement was made at 
the White House by Labour 
Secretary Ray Marshall, who en- 
dorsed Carter's derision. 

Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
had opposed the move to withdraw 
from the oldest UN agency. But 
Carter’s decision was influenced 
heavily by labour leader George 
Meany and the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce, both embittered - by 
Communist and Third World efforts 
to "politicise" the ILO. 

President Gerald Ford announced 
two yean ago that the U.S. would 
withdraw from the agency on 
November 5, 1977. If there was no 
substantial improvement in its 
Operation. Only a few changes have 
been achieved. 

Vance argued that the U.S. could 
better influence change in the ILO by 


remaining a member for another 
year. But sources said Carter was 
swayed by signs that American 
[organised labour and the chamber 
would not support that approach. 

In Geneva, the ILO said that U.S. 
withdrawal will mean sweeping cuts 
in its worldwide training programmes, 
but that staff dismissals trill be kept 
.to a 

' At the same time some ILO of- 
ficials privately expressed fears that 
the Soviet Union will move to take 
over key posts and thus block the UN 
agency's efforts to monitor and’ 
criticize violations of workers* 
righto, especially In totalitarian 
countries. 

Carter’s decision means the 
organization will lose $20m., a 
quarter of its Income. 

The Post’s diplomatic reporter 
adds: 

Of ficials in Jerusalem last night 
said that Israel is currently 
reassessing its membership in the 
ILO following the U.8. decision to 
pull out. 

A government spokesman said 
that the U.S. walkout constitutes a 
serious blow to the 185-member in- 
ternational body. He said the U.S. 
represents .the largest labour 
{grouping in the organization as 
well as its largest source of funds. 

One official source said that Israel 
was now faced with a dilemma with 
regard to the ILO. While Jerusalem 
has constantly come under attack at 
the ILO in recent years, Israel needs 
every opportunity to explain Its 
position* abroad, the source said. 

"It’s been our practice even in 
[worse situations not to get out.” he 
said, “because that’s precisely what 
our enemies want us to do."

WASHINGTON. — C.S. Am- 
jbfluador Andrew Yotang said 
I that he now senses a possible 
"breakthrough” towards, an 
'Arab-Israeli settlement 
(because, “for the first time," It 
| has become clear that there are 
“no militar y solutions to the 
.problems of the Middle East,” 
Addressing the World Jewish 
Congress, now meeting here. Young 
made the point that "military 
solutions don’t seem to be working" 
anywhere Is the world. 

The UN envoy, who broke away 
from a hectic schedule at the Securi- 
ty Council to come here to address 
toe gathering, said that the Arab 
states have not completely aban- 
doned their anti-Israel rhetoric. But. 
be said, there has been a “marked” 
lessening of Arab terrorism against 
Israel. 

The ambassador, speaking 
without a prepared text, reviewed 
America's role at the world body, in- 
cluding current U.S. efforts to 
resolve disputes in southern Africa, 
to ratify a Panama Canal treaty, and 
. to improve relations with the Third 
World. ■ 

On the Middle East, Young 
predicted that as America’s 
relations with toe developing coun- 
tries improve, so will Israel’s 
relationship with them improve. For 
years, he said, toe Third World has 
expressed its anger at Washington 
by tsMng jt out on Israel, which was 
perceived as a major American ally. 

Young said that American-ZsraeZl 
relations were more than just formal 
1 ’bilateral" relations between two 
states. “It is a much more com- 
plicated kind of family 
relationship, ’’ he said. Such family 


.relationships are always more 
"emotional" than normal 
j relationships, he noted. 

I The ambassador spoke generally 
without addressing the specific ques* 
jflim of current U.S. efforts to reconvene 
(the Geneva peace conference in 
December. President Carter is 
scheduled to speak before the World 
Jewish Congress tonight. His aides 
are saying that the president will 
have a major statement to make. 

Young said that Israel Is currently 
"more secure" than at any time in 
its existence, partly thanks to 
America's role as “honest broker” 
to try to resolve toe conflict. Joking, 
he said that honest brokers are 
usually “hated by both sides because 
they can never do enough for either 
side." 

President Carter has been willing 
to take on this responsibility because 
of his “strength with toe American 
people,” Young continued. He said 
that toe U.S. Is In “a better position” 
to attempt to mediate toe conflict 
than anyone else. 

The U.S. Initiative seeks to achieve 
"peace and justice.” which will "tru- 
ly protect toe nation of Israel,” toe 
envoy said, adding that there has 
been no waiver of toe American 
commitment to Israel. 

Referring to last summer's UN- 
sponsored conference on apartheid, 
which was held In Nigeria, the am- 
bassador regretted that the World 
Jewish Congress had not been allow- 
ed to participate. But he noted that 
toe World Islamic Council was also 
barred In an effort to keep the Arab- 
Israeli conflict out of the discussions 
there. Young said that this effort had 
succeeded. (Israel did not attend toe 
conference, although invited, 
because of the snub to the World 
Jewish Congress.)

U.S.: We've discussed 
Israel defence pact

WASHINGTON. — The U.S. and 
Israel have discussed tbe question at 
a mutual defence treaty, but neither 
country has ever raised the subject 
as a “proposal." toe State Depart- 
ment said yesterday. 

Spokesman Hodding Carter told 
reporters: "The Israelis have never 
requested a bilateral defence treaty 
with us. nor have we proposed one. 
We have indicated on a number of oc- 
casions that we would be prepared to 
consider guarantees connected with 
a final peace settlement, but It is 
premature to say what form such 
guarantees might take." 


Dayan to visit Germany

Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan 
will pay an official visit to West Ger- 
many at the end of this month, the 
Foreign Ministry announced last 
night Dayan’s visit — at the invita- 
tion of his "West German counterpart 
Hans-Dletrlch Genacher — will be 
his first to Bonn since becoming 
foreign minister. 

Upon arrival, Dayan will be flown 
to the site of the Bergen-Belaen con- 
centration camp. He will later confer 
with Chancellor Helmut Schmidt.

Jerusalem officials indicated 
yesterday that the chances of 
reconvening the Geneva peace con- 
ference on the Middle East by the 
end of the year had declined, though 
they hoped the U.S. might still help 
bridge the gap between the Israeli 
and Arab positions and make a 
meeting possible. 

The observations came yesterday 
after Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin consulted with top political 
aides over the lack of response from 
Arab capitals on the U.S.-lsrael 
working paper toe cabinet approved 
three weeks ago. Tbe working paper 
sets procedural outlines for 
reconvening tbe Geneva talks. 

Tbe lack of official Arab reaction 
to the working paper was also the 
subject of a special session in toe 
Knesset Foreign Affairs and Securi- 
ty Committee yesterday. The com- 
mittee heard an evaluation by Moshe 
Sasson, head of the Foreign 
Ministry’s Centre for Political 
Research and Planning. 

The Arabs are believed to oppose 
U.S. proposals for znlld amendments 
to the paper and are pressing rather 
for substantive alterations. These In- 
clude the demand for negotiating a 
complete Israeli withdrawal to the 
pre-1967 frontiers and toe promotion 
of an independent Palestinian entity 
according to a defined timetable and 
in toe presence of a Palestinian 
delegation sponsored by the 
Palestine Liberation Organization. 

Official sources told The 
Jerusalem Post that Premier Begin 
has no plans for travelling to the U.S. 
or meeting with President Jimmy 
Carter in toe near future. This was in 


contrast to yesterday's press 
reports. 

President Carter's own trip to the 
area — during a tour of Africa, Asia 
and Europe — seemed in doubt 
yesterday because of toe president's 
conflict with Congress over an 
energy bill. The White House said 
the president will decide at the end of 
this week whether the trip, schedul- 
ed for this month, is to materialize. 
The Middle East stops planned are 
Saudi Arabia and Iran — political 
and oil powers which have much 
leverage over the Arab states con- 
fronting Israel. 

President Anwar Sadat of Egypt 
last night arrived in Riyadh in an ap- 
parent bid to stir Saudi Arabia Into 
promoting Arab conditions for a 
reconvened Geneva peace con- 
ference. Tbe Saudi leaders had 
earlier conferred with envoys from 
both Jordan and Syria. 

Sadat went to Riyadh from 
Teheran, where he had conferred 
with the leaden of two other oil 
giants — toe Shah of Iran and the 
visiting president of the United Arab 
Emirates. Sheikh Zayed Ben-Sultan. 
The latter was said to have received 
a last-minute letter from President 
Carter, but Its contents were not 
divulged. 

Sadat's message was that, unless 
the Western-oriented states in the. 
region pressed the U.S, into adopting 
an Arab-supported formula for 
Geneva before toe end of this year, 
the rerimes In Egypt, Syria and Jor- 
dan might face more pressure from 
radicals. Tbe Arab news media 
further implied that Sadat has been 
warning against the possible 
collapse of his anti-Soviet drive in 
the Middle East, the Red Sea, the 
Horn of Africa and toe Persian Gulf.

They 
are using a generator for electricity, 
but expect to be connected soon to 
the national grid. They receive their 
water from army tanker trucks.

— Leading 
American evangelical Christians 
have signed full-page newspaper 
i advertisements here expressing 
‘our grave apprehension concerning 
the recent direction of American 
foreign policy vis a vis toe Middle 
East.”

The Evangelists also expressed 
their concern over “any effort to 
carve out of the historic Jewish 
homeland another nation or political 
entity, particularly one which would 
be governed by terrorists whose 
stated goal Is the destruction of the 
Jewish state.”

— The 
Soviet Union’s supersonic airliner, 
the TU-144, yesterday erried out a 
noisy and long-awaited inaugural 
flight opening regular passenger ser- 
vice between Moscow and this 
capital of Kazakhstan. 

The estimated 80 passengers, most 
of them journalists and civilian avia- 
tion officials including tbe plane's 
designer Alexei Tupolev, had to 
shout to make themselves heard in 
the cabin of the sleek droop-nosed 
airliner. 

The TU-244 covered the 4,000km*. 
from Moscow to Alma Ate in just un- 
der two hours at speeds of over 2,000 
km per hour. It returned to Moscow 


by mid-afternoon yesterday. 

Designer Tupolev acknowledged 
the noise problem inside the super- 
sonic plane — but dismissed the 
question of the sonic booms It 
generated outside. 

The trouble-plagued TU-144 has 
been under development for nearly a t 
decade. Yesterday's Inaugural 
passenger flight was orgln&lly 
scheduled to take place over six 
years ago. 

Thus It was only yesterday, two 
years too late to meet the goal of 
beating the Concorde Into service, 1 
that the pride of Soviet aviation 
began doing its job.

“With reservations.” 20.8 per cent 
oppose the policy, and 16.8 per cent 
“don't know.”. 

Asked if they were prepared for 
‘“personal economic sacrifices” In 
order to assure the NEP’s success, 
54.8 per cent answered “yes,” 15.6 
per cent were prepared for “certain 
sacrifices,” 21.8 per cent objected to 
any sacrifices, and 7.18 per cent had 
no opinion. 

On the subje ct o f’ strikes In 
response to the NEP, 81.4 per cent 
justified the strikes, 57.6 condemned 
them, and 11 per c ent d i d not know. 

The pollsters said the telephone 
poll is not entirely representative of 
.popular opinion, but reflects the 
general trend of thinking.

TEL AVIV. — The cost of air travel 
to destinations near Israel has 
tumbled, even as fares to more dis- 
tant points have shot up by as much 
as 25 per cent. 

Within two weeks Kanaf-Arkia is 
planning to offer return flights to 
Cyprus for about IL900. 

By comparison, a round-rip ticket 
to Eilat today costs IL684 (not in- 
cluding VAT). 

Cyprus airways will fly Israeli 
residents to Nicosia and back by jet 
planes for ILI.3X6 ( without N VAT). 


Before the economic changes the 
fare exceeded IL2.000. 

The Greek Islands can also be 
reached for a similar price. Kanaf- 
Arkia is to introduce a return fare to 
Rhodes of about XLL250. 

Olympic Airways Is now offering 
an off-season return group fare to 
Athens of IL2,S90. This is some IL600 
less than the pre-NEP fare. 

While the devaluation means that 
Israelis have to pay more for their 
tickets, the abolition of the travel tax 
of 15 per cent plus IL1. 000 has more 
than offset the effect of the devalua- 
tion on short flights.

TEL AVIV. — Farmers producing 
for export are worried about how the 
new economic policies will affect 
them; and Tnuva has already warn-' 
ed the government that if the 
IL2S3m. owed in subsidies is not paid 
immediately, Tnuva will have to 
postpone its payments to farmers. 

Yitzhak Landeaman, Tnuva’s 
managing director, said yesterday

TEL AVIV. — Auto sales, services 
and insurance were all showing 
some reaction yesterday to the new 
economic policies. 

; Tbe used-car market began to 
awaken . following a two-day 
paralysis. Matti Feleg, one of the 
managers of the Auto City, on the 
Halfa-Tel Aviv road, told The 
Post that he estimated there were 
about 1.500 used cars for sale, about 
the same as last Tuesday. But then 
only about 2,000 buyers were on the 
scene, while yesterday he estimated 
about 5,000 to 6,000 pe rsons. 

! According to Peieg there baa 
already been a price increase .of 
about 5 per cent on car models up to 
1970, 10 per cent on 1970-74 models, 15 
per cent on 1975-76 models and about 
20 per cent on 1977 models. 

Arye Carasso, president of the 
Auto Importers Association, told The 
Post yesterday that the car im- 
porters had decided to call on the’ 
government not to impose all of the 
new taxes on the approximately l,- 
000 persons who had already ordered 
new cars. 


According to Carasso, small cars 
that were selling last week for about 
IL100.000 (including VAT) would now 
sell for about ZLZ82.000 (Including 
VAT); middle-sized cars that sold 
for about IL140.000 would now aril for 
about IL180.000; and larger cars that 
were selling for about IL160.000 
would now cost about IL210,000. 

Zvi Pick of the Garage Association 
told The Post that garages are still 
chaging the Same price far service, 
repairs, and spare parts (but with 
VAT of 12 per cent). The price of 
spare parts, however, is expected to 
rise at least by 16 to 25 per cent. He 
was also sure that the price of ser- 
vice and repairs would go up soon, 
when the cost of labour rises. 

Esther Rivlin, spokesman of the 
Israel Insurance Association, said 
that as of yesterday all the vehicles 
on the road were Insured for 26 per 
cent more than their worth on Fri- 
day. She was not able to a say for 
how long this Insurance would be in 
effect. She said that after a certain 
period, if car owners did not pay ex- 
tra premiums, then they would be in- 
sured only for the original sum.

He 
then drew an Uzi sub-machinegun 
from a bag he carried, and told 
engineer Oren Mltos and clerk 
Esther Patito to stay in their {daces.

Ravivo 
then shot his girlfriend several 
pmes, and by the time police had 
arrived at the scene, had shot 
himself and was fatally wounded. He 
was taken to Ram bam Hospital, 
where he died.

Family reunion in Jerusalem after 700 years

An Englishwoman was reunited over the weekend with 
her 13th-century Crusader forebear at the Church' of the 
Holy Sepulchre in Jerusalem’s Old City, through the 
assistance of Mayor Teddy KoUek. 

Ailsa Rush brook had written to the mayor that one of 
her ancestors was Philip d'Aufalgny, who took part in the 
Crusaders' exploits in the Holy Land some 700 years ago. 

; This fact, she wrote, was authenticated in 2920 by Sir 
! Ronald Storre. the military governor of Jerusalem, In an 
article he wrote for “The Times'* of London. 
Archaeological excavations at the time uncovered 
Philip's bones and tablets describing his family tree in 


the. church where, according to moat Christian 
traditions, Jesus was buried. 

The Englishwoman had been to Jerusalem several 
times before In an attempt to uncover the tablets in the 
grave and take photographs, but she had never been 
successful. Clergy of three of the sects in charge of the 
church — Greek Orthodox, Catholic and Armenian >^- 
have been involved in a disagreement and would not all 
grant approval to uncover the rubble. 

The mayor, who according to one aide, “h as an ex- 
cellent relationship with leaders of the various 
churches." proceeded to mediate among the clergymen, 
and Mrs. Rushbrook was invited to the church. Arriving 
with her husband, she found the tablets and took pictures 
to record the Lgjin script. 


Policeman jailed Israeli testifies at New York trial 
for stealing, of alleged Latvian war criminal 


for stealing,

TEL AVIV (Itim) . — A police sapper 
was sentenced yesterday to four 
years imprisonment at the District 
Court here after pleading guilty to 
three counts of theft while on duty 
and of committing an Indecent act 
upon an Arab youth he had detained 
for questioning.

Appealing for 
clemency, Yahalomi's attorney said 
Us client, who was the first to be 
arrested, had helped police ap- 
prehend his colleagues. 

Yahalomi was arrested after the 
Arab youth complained to police that 
he bad been forced to commit an in- 
decent act by a policeman. After his 
arrest Yahalomi also confessed to 
stealing a Bankomat electronic 
credit card with another policeman 
and using ft to illegally draw IL4.400 
from an automatic banking 
machine. He was also convicted of | 
stealing a movie camera from a shop i 
and two necklaces while inspecting a 
suspicious object. 

The convicted policeman is due to 
appear as a prosecution witness in 
the trial of former Rav-Samal Leon 
Kahaner, 37, with whom he allegedly 
stole and used the Bankomat card.

Shabtai Dolgizer, 60, of Rishon 
Le'Zlon, said he saw Hazners order 
guards to “hit this one and hit that 
one; those who could not fill out 
orders were pushed down and hit 
brutally with fists and guns.” 

Hazners also ordered some Jews 
taken away in cars, and, “We never 
saw them again," Dolgizer said. 

The Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tion Service is trying to prove that 
Hazners. 73, a Latvian native and 
now a resident of Whitehall, conceal- 
ed his cooperation with the Nazis 
when he immigrated to the -U.S. in 
1956. * 


U.S. Immigration and naturaliza- 
tion service deportation proceedings 
against Boleslavs Mallovkis, of 
Mineola, New York, accused of 
crimes against humanity during 
World War n, were deferred in- 
definitely on Monday by a federal 
judge.

More "Nazi” charges against U.S. envoy 


MOSCOW (UPI). — The Soviet 
Union yesterday extended Its denun- 
ciation of a senior American 
diplomat and his wife as Nazi war 
criminals, now including members 
of both their families. 

.A dispatch scheduled to he publish- 
ed in today’s edition of the Writers 
Union Weekly “Lite rat urn ay a 
Gar eta" demanded that both Soviet 
and U.S. legal authorities in- 
vestigate the wartime background of 
U.S diplomat Constantine Warvariv. 

U.S. officials have described the 
Soviet propaganda campaign 
against the Warvarlvs as an attempt 
to cover up a clumsy Soviet secret 
police effort to blackmail Warvariv 
Into becoming an espionage agent. 

A formal U.S. protest note to the 
Soviet foreign ministry charged that 
two Soviet KGB agents forced their 
way into Warvarlv’s hotel room on 


October 16 while he was attending a 
UN sponsored conference In Tbilisi, 
Soviet Georgia, and tried to 
blackmail him Into becoming a spy. 

The Weekly "Literatiirnaya 
Gazeta" denounced the Polish-born 
Warvariv — who is senior U.S. 
representative to Uneaco in Paris — 
as “a hangman who has cm his con- 
science many lives of tortured and 
executed Soviet people In the years 
of World War U." 

The weekly newspaper expanded 
the Nazi war crimes and collabora- 
tion charges to Include Warvarlv's 
two brothers and his father, and his 
Russian-born wife Elena and her 
slater and father. 

Warvariv has flatly denied the ac- 
cusations and branded them a 
■■“smear campaign" mounted by the 
KGB to cover up its botched attempt 
to recruit him as a spy. 


entering a plea that means no trial 
will take place. 

' "The trial of this case would in- 
volve tremendous costs to the U.S. 
and might jeopardise national 
secrets," the deportment said in ex- 
plaining its decision not to charge 
Helms with perjury.

| and Civllettl were already In court. 

1 Helms said, “I found myself in a 
position of conflict," when 'be 
testified before the Foreign 
Relations Committee In 1978 that the 
CIA had made no attempt to in- 
fluence the Chilean election. 

"r had sworn by my oath to 
preserve certain secrets," Helms 
said. “I had put up my band and 
sworn. I didn't want to lie. I didn't 
want to mislead the Senate. It was 
simply trying to find my way 
through a very difficult situation in 
which I found myself.” 

The charges referred to Helm's 
testimony on February 7, 1973, when 
his nomination as ambassador to 
Iran was being considered, and on 
March 6 of that year, when the com- 
mittee was .Investigating allegations 
that the CIA or the International 
Telephone and Telegraph Corp. had 
tried to prevent Allende's election.

— A 
Japanese television crew ™ wiring a 
film on Chinese cooking has ordered 
for itself a magnificent banquet with 
exotica ranging from bear's paws to 
camel bumps. 

The lucky crew have their 
chopsticks poised for the 48-hour 
gastronomies! orgy which Is costing 
190,000 and starts this morning. 

The feast, better known as the 
Manchurian-Han banquet after the 
two predominant Chinese races, ha* 
taken three months to prepare In- 
cluding overseas trips to buy rare 
delicacies. 


The banquet will be held at a Can- 
tonese restaurant where fim. worth 
of antiques and cutlery have been 
put specially on display. 

Over 70 delicacies, served in gold- 
plated dishes, will be brought to the 
12 Japanese In two breakfasts, two 
lunches and two main dinners. 


One of the traditional banquet's 
dishes — Uve monkey's brain — has 
been omitted as it is illegal here. The 
ancient Manchurian recipe, for- 
bidden in. this British colony, In- 
volves cracking the skull of a drugg- 
ed monkey, tied to the middle of the 


table. Its brain is then scooped out 
and eaten. 

The crew had requested the dish 
but the restaurant's business 
manager, Chan Man,- told Reuter 
that he had explained that it was Il- 
legal. 

Other tasty Ingredients at the 
giant spread will be deer's tail, the 
bladders of well-preserved sharks 
and whales and a dish with 100 bird 
tongues, Chan said. One dish con- 
tains a seven-kilogram bear's paw 
imported from China that will be 
covered by the spiced bodies of six 
rare birds. %

Jama Hasson, who commands 
’ Wes tern Somali Liberation Front 
(WSLF) forces In toe area, told a 
group of foreign journalists on a tour 
of occupied Ethiopian territory that 
his troops are encountering' the 
stiff art resistance they have' faced 
-since their offensive began In 
earnest at the end of July.; 
i While conceding a material disad- 
vantage against toe Ethiopians, 
.Hassan said he was confident bis 
■troops would eventually prevail in 
| the fighting for Harar, a provincial 
; capital 160 kilometres west of here. 

Fighting for Harar has been going 
on since toe beginning of September, 
just after the insurgents captured 
the Ethiopian task base of Jf£ga, 
which lies on the plains just east of 
this strategic mountain pass. 

Along with the Industrial centre of 
Dire Dawa, Jljlga and Harar com- 


posed the ma in Ethiopian defence 
fine far toe region- The insurgents 
need to take toe three towns in order 
to cement their hold on captured 
territory of the Ogaden to the south. 

Hassan said fighting now centres 
around BahOe; a town about two- 
thirds of toe way from Jijiga to 
^Harar, a distance of 100 kilometres. 

Near Harar, the insurgents are 
also fighting toe Ethiopians In toe 
M O s around toe ancient walled city. 
They have taken the eastern half of. 
Babile but have not succeeded in cut- 
ting the supply road which links 
Harar to the capital of Addis Ababa 
to the west. 

- The Ethiopians have air command 
;of the battlefield and make daily 
raids against Somali positions from 
a base located outside Dire Dawn. 

Monsoon rains in the last week 
have grounded the Ethiopian 
squadrons of American F-5 fighters 
and advanced Soviet warplanes. 

. The Soviet-armed Ethiopians are 
fielding such strategic weapons as 
helicopters, heavy T-55 tanks, long- 
range 156-millimetre artillery and 
'truck-mounted rocket artillery. 

Hassan, who wears no insignia on 
the pale green fatigues he wears un- 
der a tan raincoat, said Ms forces 
are not .using heavy Somali equip- 
ment against! the Ethiopians at 
Harar. 


The terrain around Harar, he said, 
was better suited to man-to-man 
combat. Most of hia troops are using 
light- weapons sucb as Soviet 
automatic weapons, grenades and 
bazookas against the better-armed 
Addis Ababa forces. 

Although the journalists were not 
allowed to visit the front-tine area to 
check Somali contentions, a brief 
tour of the Ji^ga region appeared to 
bear out the claim that the 
EtolopianB bad hastily abandoned 
their heavy fortifications there. The 
Somalia have captured huge quan- 
tities of Soviet and American arms.

CELINA SPEAKS of many other 
great figures — Balfour, Lloyd 
George, Thomas Masaryk. She 
recalls that Weizm&nn often 
threatened to resign In ex- 
asperation; her father would always 
talk him out of it. ** ’’Chaim 
Yevsherevitch,’- brow can you 
resign"? A captain of a ship that 
sinks can never resign," Sokolow 
would exclaim. And Welkin ana 
always demurred. 

Her father was always loyal to 
Weizm&nn, and they understood 
each other, Celina says. Sokolow ex- 
celled in addressing large 
gatherings and winning sym- 
pathizers for the cause, but Wefc- 
m|iim was more effective as a fund- 
raiser and in smaller gatherings. 

Celina retains a special affection 
for Sir Mark Sykes, an assistant 
secretary to the War Cabinet. “He 
was a great and sincere friend and 
did more than any other British of- 
ficial to secure the. Balfour Declara- 
tion. Whenever the telephone rang' 
very - early in the morning, my 
father would say: ‘That must be Sir 
Mark telling me he has just had 
another of his brainstorms’."

AFTER HERZL'S death, Sokolow 
was asked to. become the secretary- 
general of the World Zionist 
Organisation. He was also the first 
person to address a Zionist con- 
ference in modern Hebrew. 

Is 1905, a group of Russian 
Zionists, headed by Meir Dizengoff, 
said they were going to build a new 
settlement outside Jaffa. They asked 
Sokolow to propose a name for it. He 
'told them to build it first and then to 
give it a name. But they insisted, so 
Sokolow suggested Tel Aviv, the title 
of his Hebrew translation erf Herzl’s 
“Altneuland. ” 

After the war, Sokolow toured the 
Jewish world, and many of the 
leading Zionists of the 1930’s and 
1930‘s gravitated around hi™ in his 
London home. g«i™*n Rubashov 
(S h azar). later to be Israel's third 
president, lived on the top floor giv- 
ing Hebrew lessons while studying at 
the London School ,of Economics. 
“Are you really still living in the 
same house?" Shazar asked her in- 
credulously when she visited him 
shortly before his death. Other fre- 
quent visitors were Jabotinsky, 
Sharett and Ben-Gurion, and “the 
whole of the Labour Zionist 
leadership." 

Sokolow had had a special respect 
l tor Jabotinsky, and was very sorry 
wben his Revisionist Party seceded 
from' the World Zionist Organisation. 
; ‘*It waa Important for us to have an 
opposition," he used to say. 

Suddenly we find ourselves talking 
about the Israel of 1977. What does 
Celina think about Israel being 
governed by Jabotinsky* s political 
heirs? Her face brightened with 
enthusiasm: “Oh, I know Men&hem 



A COUGH IN THE NIGHT 

A DOCTOR’S NOTEBOOK / Dr. David Samson

Begin very well, and he embraced 
me warmly when I visited Israel. X 
admire him for his honesty, his 
straight-forwardness and devotion to 
the cause." 

OUR CONVERSATION concludes as 
It began — on the subject of her 
father. She was grieved that so much 
of his writings were inadequately 
known by the present generation and 
that many of his literary projects 
had remained incomplete. Among 
them is his Hebrew dictionary, con- 
ceived on the scale of the Grande 
Larousse. 

She reaches for a copy of his 
Hebrew biography of Spinoza. Years 
ago, David Ben-Gurion wrote to her, 
saying it should be translated and 
published in English. But this had 
still not been done, although 1977 had 
been widely marked as the 800 th an- 
niversary of Spinoza's death. 

Above all, she hoped tha t, after 
years of procrastination, the Israel 
'government would at last create a 
Sokolow Institute to house her 
father’s library and archives, in- 
cluding many unpublished 
manuscripts, which had left this 
bouse many years ago to be stored In 
Jerusalem. 

■"Have I been talking 1 tooTaubb?"

FIVE- YEAR-OLD Ran Gurman and 
fals family moved recently into my 
practice area but I didn’t have long 
to wait before making his acquain- 
tance- IBs mother appeared early 
one morning with a reluctant-looking 
Ran in tow. She said rather sadly, 
‘Tm afraid he’s coughing again doc- 
tor. You see he has delicate lungs." 

Further enquiry revealed that 
from about the age of two, Ran had 
frequent attacks characterized by 
alight fever and cough. Occasionally 
he developed some wheezing too. 
For these episodes he had received 
many courses of antibiotics. Once 
when "asthma" had been diagnosed, 
he had been given a course of 
steroids — cortisone- like drugs. As a 
result of all this, his mother tended 
to put him to bed on the slightest 
suspicion that a cough was develop- • 
lng. If it materialized, a visit to the 
doctor promptly followed. 

"I’m really a bit worried about 
Ran having had such a lot of 
medicines already," Mrs. Gunn an 
confided In me. 

"And you're- quite right to be," X 
agreed, "although they are 
sometimes necessary." 

1 asked about the nature and the 
timing of Rail's cough during the at- 
tacks. He was troubled mainly at 
night when a prolonged spell 
sometimes even ended in vomiting. 
At Its worst, the cough kept Ran and 
all his family awake all night. 

On examining my young and 
rather subdued-looking patient, I 
found that he did indeed have a slight 
temperature, but wasn’t short of 
breath or wheezing. Listening 
carefully to his chest with my 
stethoscope. Z didn’t detect anything 
amiss. When I looked into Ills mouth, 
however. I saw an impressive 
stream of mucus trickling from the 
back of his nose down his throat. 

‘This time I’m going to prescribe 
Ran some nose drops,” I told Mrs. 
Gurman, “and not the antibiotics 
he's used to getting. I’d also like you 
to remove his pillow and raise the 
foot of his bed so that he sleeps on a 
slope at night with bis head lower, 
than his legs." . 

'But I thought that people with 
breathing problems had to sleep with 


their head high up,” came the 
almost predictable reply. 

“Not in this sort of case,” I ex- 
plained. “Ran coughs mainly at 
- night because it la then. In a horizon- 
tal position, that the mucus from his 
nose easily runs down the back of his 
throat. When this mucus reaches bis 
larynx, lower down, it stimulates a 
cough. This prevents the mucus 
from getting further down Into his 
lungs, something which wouldn't be 
desirable at all. If this does happen 
for any reason, a mild form of 
bronchitis could result; this can be 
associated with wheezing although X 
wouldn’t call this asthma, at least 
not in the sense which you unders- 
tand the term. 

Foot of the bed 

"The nose drops I’ve suggested 
are to try and dry up the mucus, and 
the idea of raising the foot of the bed 
is to prevent the, mucus from running 
down the back of his throat at night. 
By so doing, the mucus is more likely 
to remain In his mouth where from 
time to time it will be automatically 
swallowed harmlessly Into his 
stomach." 

I took a sample of the mucus for 
laboratory examination and asked 
Mrs. Gurman to bring Ran back to a 
few days for the result and to tell me 
how the new treatment was going. 
The laboratory test was negative for 
bacteria, and Mrs. Gurman told me 
on the next visit that much to her 
delight, there had been a substantial 
Improvement in Ran’s nightly 
coughing routine, 

THIS SEEMED an opportune mo- 
ment to point out that Ran’s lungs 
were undoubtedly no more or less 
delicate than those of any other nor- 
mal child. Thus it would be wise of 
her to reduce the overprotection and 
overdressing that he seemec to be 
getting. Such children are. un- 
derstandably perhaps, often coddled 
to this way to their detriment by anx- 
ious parents who have been led to 
believe that asthma is the underly- 
ing cause of the condition. Actually 
the attacks are invariably no more 
than a symptom of a running nose 
that fa running backwards instead 


of, or as well as. forwards during the 
course of a cold or some other minor 
upper respiratory infection. 

In such circumstances antibiotics 
are both unnecessary and unhelpful 
unless a swab shows the presence of 
a bacterial Infection. If fever per- 
sists for more than a few days, a 
more detailed investigation may be 
required to rule out a sinus infection 
or the presence of enlarged, 
chronically infected adenoids at the 
back of the nose, which may certain- 
ly be responsible for repeated or 
chronic attacks of this "running nose 
in reverse.” or post-nasal drip as it is 
usually called. In the vast majority 
of cases, however, there is no such 
underlying factor. The key to 
successful treatment Is merely 
preventing the nasal mucus from 
irritating the larynx when the child 
fa lying down. 

The multitude of cough cures com- 
mercially promoted for this sort of 

condition are quite frankly or little 
proven therapeutic value; Indeed 
many paradoxically contain sub- 
stances claimed to be capable of 
depressing a cough and substances 
claimed to facilitate coughing in the 
same bottle! Most of these remedies 
help, if at all, through their sedative 
effect, which allows the child to fall 
asleep, still coughing away, keeping 
only his parents awake through the 
night. In such situations, however, 
the whole household can generally 
sleep much more soundly and cheap- 
ly by the simple expedient of raising 
the foot of the affected child's bed. 


Cancer treatment 

TEL AVIV (Itlm). — A new method 
for removing benign or malignant 
growths from the digestive tract 
without any operation fa being used 
to Israel and will be presented at the 
first international conference on 
gastrointestinal cancer due to take 
place here soon. 

Professor Tuvia Gilat, of IchJlov 
Hospital, and Dr. Paul Rosen, 
organizer of the conference, said 
on Monday the importance of the new 
system which removes the growths 
by electric cauterization, fa that it 
minimizes the chances of further 
cancerous growths.

Fast-paced intrigue 

CURTAIN RAISERS / Catherine Rosenheimer 


JERUSALEM SPY STORY — in 
English — ia the title of an intriguing 
one- act suspense on the Arab-Iaraeli 
political theme. The American-born 
ex-wife of an Israeli scientist at the 
Weizmann Institute arrives in Israel 
with their teenage son, after a par- 
ting of several years. The boy. she 
says, cannot speak. He was involved 
in a car accident... he needs to see 
bis father, insists on being with idm 
constantly. 

The mother knows, but the father 
does not, that their real son has been 
kidnapped. She has been blackmail- 
ed by "enemy elements" to bring an 
impostor to Israel, a boy trained to 
spy on the father's top secret labs in 
a military establishment 
"somewhere in Israel." 

Will he find out or won't he? Will 
the plan work? Will she ever see her 
real son again? Some of the 
questions are answered in the course 
of a high-tension, fast-paced, fast- 
talking and often staccato forty-five 
minute drama. Others are left to the 
audience's Imagination. 

Unlikely and fantastic as the whole 


thing may sound, it has been leaving 
audiences gasping during Its first 
few trial performances. "They tend 
to be dumbstruck immediately after 
the end of the play — but sot for long. 
Then come the questions, and often 
long discussions" say actors Rosins. 
Fernhoff and Steve Byk, who 
together are the cast. Writer and 
director Is Rosina’s husband 
Avraham Inlender, whose time is 
divided — geographically — between 
Israel and New York and — 
professionally — between painting 
and sculpting, writing and theatre.

The levy on stocks of imported 
goods amounts to exploitation at the 
imported and they will not be able to 
withstand It — Avner Ben Yakar, 
president of the ‘Chambers of 
Commerce, told Industry Minister 
Ylgael Hurvita Monday. 

■f- Ben Yakar came to see the 
minister at the head of a delegation 
of members to protest against the 
.levy, which is intended to mop up the 
Inflationary gains from the devalua- 
tion. 

The delegation told Hurvita that 
they welcome the new policy, but are 
disappointed with the im position of 
the levy on Inventories. They said 
the levy is Immoral and economical- 
ly unjustified. According to the im- 
porters, it is an expropriation of 
property and has the sole purpose of 
pacifying the Hlatadrut. 

Hurvitz told the delegation that the 
inventory levy is indeed a heavy tax 
and a bitter pill for importers, but 
that all strata In the economy must 

bear their share ot the burden. la the 
long run, he said, the new policy will 


- bring prosperity and benefit all sec*; 
tors. 

The importers said that the 
Government's new policy and the 
impost on inventories will convert 
some of them Into exporters. 

They also opposed the abolition of 
impart licenses, arguing that this 
may lead to anarchy in the import 
business. They are afraid that the 
change may cause "Irresponsible, 
elements” to enter the business and 
they asked the Government to enact 
a law requiring the Hrapeing of im- 
porters. 

Economists familiar with the sub- 
ject said yesterday that the im- 
porters’ opposition to the abolition of 
import licenses and their demand for 
licensing, Is obviously an attempt to 
retain monopoly positions and to pre- 
vent emergence of any effective 
competition. 

The same sources added tbat there 
were no economic ground* for the 
protest against the levy on inven- 
tories, because the whole paint of 
the devaluation was to depress the 
level ot imports in the future. 


Higher investment grants and loans 
for expanding industries 


Jerusalem Peat Reporter 

Enterprises which have in- 
vestments in the pipeline will get 
higher Investment grants and 
developnent loans, proportionate to 
the effective rate of devaluation. But 
they will also have to increase their 
equity from their own means — 
Amos Mar-Halm, assistant director- 
general for finance in the Ministry of 
Industry told The Post yesterday. 

Investors who submitted projects 
within the framework of the Law for 
the Encouragement of Investments 
Will find themselves short of capital 
to finance their ventures. When the 
Israeli pound was devalued by 48 per 
cent in November 1974, from 1L4.20 
per dollar to XL6.00. the investment 
grants and development loans were 
adjusted by the rate of the devalua- 
tion. But the investors’ own capital, 
which in the top preferred categories 
of investment had to be 80 per cent of 


the total, bad to be Increased from 
their own means. 

Mar-Halm said that there was no 
Intention of making the devaluation 
a "de-luxe” one, fay compensating 
everybody hurt by it. The early 
redemption of compulsory loans by 
the Bank of Israel — which has so far 
not yet been approved by the 
Knesset Finance Committee — may 
put additional cash at the disposal of 
business. This redemption, however, 
was intended to compensate for the 
abolition of directed credit. 

Established firms planning expan- 
sion may be able to overcoma. the dif- 
ficulties of financing their in- 
vestments. New ventures, however, 
may run Into difficulties of finan- 
cing, not only because they will have 
to raise about 25 per cent more cash 
tor their own share of the invest- 
ment, but also because they may not 
have sufficient collateral for the 
higher development loans. 


End of directed credit

j' The Knesset Finance Committee 
[discussed the matter on Sunday but 
did not come to a conclusion. 

, Meanwhile,- enterprises are unable: 
either to redeem their compulsory 
loan bonds or to get directed .credit, 
‘in addition, they now face the credit 
'freeze Imposed by the central bank 
as a component of the new economic 
policy. 


Lower prices attract tourists

Belisovsky predicts that this, will 
•have an impact on the choice of 
| Israel as a destination for European 
and American tourists, especially 
for popular tourism. In this respect, 
he said, the new economic policy 
backs up the objective of attaining 
an inflow at two million tourists a 
year within five years.

World bank owes

Arab and international "An-Nahar.” 
that Saudi Arabia alone accounted 
for 81 . 4b. of the figure, followed by 
Kuwait with about 8600m. and Libya 
with 8200m. 

McNamara said 8600m. of the debt 
were already due and the bank had 
.begun settling the amount. 

Participation of the nine Arab 
countries in the bank’s capital totall- 
ed 8517.2m. up to June 80, 1977, he 
added. 

On the other hand, the Arab coun- 
tries at present accounted for 10.6 
per c ent of the bank's total loans, 
McNamara said. He estimated that 
these countries would be getting 
from six to seven billion dollars from 
-the World Bank and the international 
Development Association (IDA) 
between 1977 and 2982.

• Dr. Zuckerman said that be bad 
expected Government bonds to rise 
piore steeply on the stock exc h a n ge 
(than they did.

Sterling continues its climb 


LONDON (Reuter). — The pound, 
which was allowed to soar Monday 
after being deliberately restrained 
for months, rose again yesterday on 
foreign exchange markets, but suf- 
fered a setback later because of an 
ominous move by Britain's powerful 
coalminers. 

Sterling rose two cents to a closing 
level ot 1,8405 dollars, before some 
profit-taking trimmed Its advance to 
1.8588. Measured against all 
Britain's main trading partners, the 
pound reached a new high of 65.1 
from B4.S on Monday, 

But the currency fell to 1.8512 
dollars after news that the 
coalminers' union had voted to re- 
ject a bonus scheme and was going 
for wage claims which threaten the 
Labour Government's anti-inflation 
policies. 

The miners — who brought down a 
previous conservative government 
in a pay dispute — announced they 
would press for up to 90 per cent pay 
rises, far above the guideline* issued 
fay the government, which wants to 
keep the national wage rise bill to 10 
per cent. 

Many market dealers, however, 
believed the miners’ decision would 
have only a superficial effect on 
sterling. 

The advance of sterling reflects a 
substantial recovery by Britain from 
its financial crisis of last year when 
a falling pound was propped up by 
83.9b. credit standby from the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund. 


There were alao signs yesterday 
that industrial production Is begin- 
ning to pick up. A survey by the 
Confederation of British Industry, 
the country's main employers' 
organization, said British companies 
expected new orders and output to 
strengthen in the next four months. 

As sterling rose on the world’s ex- 
changes yesterday, dealers said that 
the Bonk of England apparently did 
nothing to arrest its climb. Yester- 
day the British central bank ceased 
Its previous policy of selling huge 
amounts of sterling to keep down Its 
value and keep British exports 
cheaper. 

The U.S. dollar continued weak 
yesterday despite a very slight gain 
after sterling's setback. 

Dealers said the weaker dollar 
trend comes despite a higher In- 
tervention by Federal funds in New 
York money market operations 
yesterday. They also noted that 
remarks by U.S. Treasury Secretary 
Michael Blumenthal in Rome yester- 
day failed to halt the dollar’s decline.

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The Capucci deal 


A CARTOONIST in a local newspaper posed this caustic ques- 
tion a couple of days ago: 

Why aren't all those angry people who denounced the clemen- 
cy to Yehoshua Bension now crying out loud against the 
Government's readiness to release Archbishop Hila rt on Capuc- 
ci? Is it perhaps because Capucci is not a supporter of the Land 
of Israel Movement? 

Rather more tersely and elegantly framed in the cartoon, the 
question was also perhaps & trifle premature. It was only a few 
hours earlier that the public had learned officially that the gun- 
running cleric, an accomplice of Arab terrorists, would be freed 
once a formal application to that effect were made by the 
Vatican to the Government of Israel. ' 

No one could tell in advance whether critics of Mr. Begin 's in- 
itiative, as the then Acting Justice Minister, in the matter of 
Bension would, or would not, take a similar stand on the Capucci 
case. And the two cases are hardly similar. 

Superficially, they are indeed. "Humanitarian” — that is, 
medical — grounds were cited in defence of the decision to let 
Mr. Bension out before serving his full sentence, and it appears 
they will be cited again in justification of the Archbishop's early 
release. 

There is one crucial difference, however. Disapproval of the 
show of mercy for the country's biggest convicted embezzler 
was inspired by widespread disbelief in Mr. Be gin’s protesta- 
tion of pure concern with the prisoner's (admittedly very poor) 
health; and by suspicion that the move was an instance of 
politically-tainted favouritism for the well-endowed and the 
super-patriotic. 

Archbishop Capucci, too, claims to he indisposed; he was seen 
on television Sunday night telling a reporter that he was having 
a hard time breathing in jail, and that he was consuming as 
many as four pills of valium a day. This is, of course, 
deplorable, even if largely self-inflicted — through attempts at 
hunger strike. 

Yet few will presumably care to deny that the medical for- 
mula is In the Archbishop's case a euphemism for a political 
arrangement with the Catholic Church. 

The real issue now, therefore, is whether the political 
dividends that will accrue to Israel as a result of this arrange- 
ment will outweigh the damage to due process of law. That 
would have been the Issue had the same arrangement been 
reached by an Alignment administration — and it may very well 
have been, since negotiations leading to it were very nearly con- 
cluded under Mr. Rabin, before the elections. 

One small gain may be conceded straightaway. By basinghis 
appeal to Mr. Begin on reasons of humanity, the Pope would im- 
plicitly be dropping his charge that the Archbishop — who, as all 
Israelis know, received a perfectly fair trial in Jerusalem — 
was wholly guiltless; a position maintained by the Vatican in 
the face of repeated efforts by hostage-kidnappers to spring 
Capucci along with several other jailed terrorists. 

Informally, the pontiff would also be undertaking to make 
sure that the freed cleric will not engage in activities hostile to 
Israel. Whether he can be successful, even with the best will in 
the world, Is another matter. 

And how else can Israel expect to profit from this deal? A 
report in The Jerusalem Post on Monday gave the answer: ' 
"Israel apparently does not expect any substantive quid pro 
quo for setting Capucci free. It did not ask the Vatican to secure 
any concessions from the Arab countries, it is understood. It 
hopes to create a' fund of goodwill in the Catholic world, it ex- 
pects the phrasing of the papal missive to put relations between 
Jerusalem and the Catholic world on a more normal footing of 
mutual recognition.” 

High hopes indeed. And, in view of the recent attitude of the 
Catholic Church towards its members terrorized by the PLQ in 
the Lebanon, indicative of the perenniel optimism of the people 
of Israel.

— how to do it

In trying to devise an electoral system by districts 
to replace the country’s old system of proportional 
representation it is important to remember, says 
AVR&HAM BRICHTA, that what really matters is 
not the number of constituencies but their size.- 
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THE PROBLEM facing those who 
seek electoral change is not which 
system is the best (If such a system 
exists at all), but rather which 
system can be Incorporated into the 
political reality of IsraeL 

The question of the number of con- 
stituencies is due to be decided by a 
Cabinet committee. The National 
Religious Party is fearful that it will 
be to its disadvantage if the country 
Is divided up into anything more than 
12 constituencies, and would prefer 
nothing more than 6. The Democratic 
Movement for Change, on the other 
hand, hn« insis ted on nothing leas 
tfi&n is constituencies, although it 
would prefer as many as 18. As for 
the Likud, It does not appear to be 
anxious to change the present elec- 
toral system, certainly not at the ex- 
pense of giving up partnership with 
the religious parties. 

In order to determine the con- 
ditions under which it may be possi- 
ble to persuade the NRP to accept 
electoral changes, one must examine 
the possible effects on the extent of 
religious party representation in the 
Knesset if the country is divided into 
either 6 or 18 constituencies. 


ONE OP THE common assumptions 
in the debate over change in the elec- 
toral procedure is that the number of 
constituencies affects the results. 
This claim, which even served as a 
focal point in last summer's 
negotiations, is fundamentally 
wrong. 

What counts is not the number of 
constituencies but their size. Size is 
. determined by the average number 
of delegates elected by each con- 
stituency. The division of the country 
into 15 constituencies, say. with each 
electing eight delegatee, would give 
less proportional results (In the 
allocation of delegates in parlia- 
ment) than dividing the country into 
32 constituencies as is the case in Ita- 
ly, where each constituency elects an 
average of 19 delegatee. 

Basing themselves on an analysis 
of the effects of constituency size on 
election results, researchers agree 
unanimously that the proportionality 
in constituencies electing 10 or more 
delegatee is preserved to such an ex- 
tent that enlarging the constituency 
by adding delegates does very Utile 
to lessen the proportionality of the 
results. Furthermore, the majority 
of experts in electoral system* 
believe that constituencies sending 5 
to 7 delegates to parliament preserve 
an acceptable level of proportionali- 
ty in election results. 

In addition to size, the formula. 


used to calculate allocation of man- 
dates in each constituency, and In the 
country as a whole, has a con- 
siderable influence on election 
results. As a rule one may say that 
the Hare formula and the allocation 
of mandate surpluses by the 'largest 
surplus" method used In Israel from 
the Second to the Seventh Knesset, 
give the advantage to the small par- 
ties, while the formula known in 
Israel as the Bader-Ofer method 
gives the advantage to the huge par- 
ties. 

Since a few of the large constituen- 
cies and the "largest surplus" for- 
mula tend to favour the small par- 
ties. it Is no wonder that Agud&t 
Israel and Poalel Agud&t Israel 
should both want an electoral system 
whereby the co untry is divided into 
six constituencies, each one electing 
IS delegates, with the remaining 42 
chosen from a central list. The NRP 
similarly has no reason to oppose it. 
Judging by the possible data from the 
Eighth Knesset election results, (full 
details of the election results are not 
yet ava ilable — see Table One.) . 

One may assume that the NRP 
would prefer to keep the overall 
strength of the religious parties in- 
tact rather than to derive unilateral 
advantage from a change In the elec- 
toral system. It is therefore 
necessary to seek a system that 
would only minimally affect the two 
Aguda parties while giving an es- 
timated advangtage to the NRP, in 
order to ease their fear of change.

THERE IS ONE proposal which 
would meet all the criteria. This 
would divide the country Into 15 con- 
stituencies on the basis of the ex- 
isting regional divisions, combining 
the two small regions of Safad and 
the KImzeret, and splitting the Tel 
Aviv region into three. Under this 
system the number of delegates 
would be proportional to the number 
of persons with voting tights in that 
constituency. The number of 
delegates would range from four in 
the smallest constituency to 19 in the 
largest. (See Table Three.) 

BY CONTRAST, an 18- constituency 
system with a central list of 30 
delegates would increase the NRP's 
advantage, but at the same time 
would substantially affect the 
representation of Agud&t Israel and 
Poalel Aguda Israel. (See Table 
Two.) 

The adoption of this system might 
also affect Agud&t Israel and Poalel 
Agudat Israel, but only very 
moderately. Moreover, in order to 
allay the fears of these two parties.

the NRP could suggest that they run 
for Knesset as a joint religious front 
which would 'have 5 or 8 places 
reserved for the two Aguda factions, 
thus tmahH-ng them to form an in- 
dependent faction after the elections, 
should they wish to do so. The NRP 
would be able to keep its promise to 
Agudat Israel and Poalel Agudat . 
Israel, because the system would en- 
sure Its overwhelming advantage.' 

THE REGIONAL syste m has other 
advantages, too. It does not require 
an artificial division of constitaen- • 
ties and thus averts the danger of 
g e rr ym andering. It ensures a fair 
representation of local interests and 
closer ties between the voting public 
and their representatives in the 
Kn esset. It would reduce the control 
of centralized ini« h ntin m over 
nominations and would make possi- 
ble the allotment of secure places in 


large areas such as Tel Aviv, Haifa 
and Jerusalem for the political 
leaders, the parties want to have In. 
the Knesset. (This is exactly what 
they are trying to accomplish 
through the central list.) 

The proportional system of 
regional, personal elections could 


serve as the basis for a tab 
promise between the religion 
ties and the DMC, which' wo 
long last make possible & tin 
the existing system.

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PROTECTION FOB HOME PURCHASERS 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir. — As the owner (although not 
the original purchaser) of a "lux- 
ury" apartment in Netanya, I was 
pleased to note from your report of 
October 10 that certain residents in 
Jerusalem are taking action against 
a construction company in order to 
obtain compensation for the patent 
defects and inferior quality of 
apartments they purchased. 

Whilst the main concrete structure 
is usually put up efficiently, the ser- 
vices, fittings and finish incor- 
porated in buildings are very com- 
monly of inferior quality.' 

My house committee is at present 
engaged In litigation to recover com- 
pensation for the defective central 
heating and hot water system install- 
ed in the building in which I live. 
Although the pending action. is 
limited to- the systems mentioned, 
the inferior fittings and finish 
become more obvious and the in- 
adequacies of suh-constractors* 
work becomes increasingly obvious 


day by day. 

It is essential that either the con- 
tractors themselves, or failing them, 
the government impose minimum 
building standards as Is done in 
other countries. Meanwhile, lawyers 
acting for purchasers could con- 
tribute to solving the problem by 
making searching enquiries regard- 
ing the construction and finish of 
buildings with which they are con- 
cerned, particularly cooperative 
buildings. Furthermore, they should 
insist upon proper consumer protec- 
tion guarantees (and where 
necessary a retention of part of the 
purchase price pending completion 
of outstanding items). 

The purchasers of houses and 
apartments (and their successors in 
title) are dependent upon the 
goodwill and social conscienceness 
of contractors when effecting what is 
often the biggest investment of their 
lives and are entitled to more prac- 
tical protection (which their lawyers 
could obtain) than is at present 


available. A purchaser of 4 motor 
car and even an electric toaster has 
more protection against the 
producer than a purchaser of a house 
or an apartment. 

Accordingly, pending the imposi- 
tion of a bunding standards code, 
purchasers, through their lawyers, 
should insist upon appropriate con- 
sumer protection.
